‘JOHN FOSTER OF LITTLETON (BOXBOROUGH), 
MASS.

The third child of Timothy* Foster of Walpole and Dudley, 
Mass. (Samuel’, John! of Salem)* and Mary May, his first wife, 
was a son John, b. Walpole, April 10, 1748. This John is named 
last in the list of Timothy Foster’s children printed on pp. 928-9 
of the Foster Genealogy, by Frederick Clifton Pierce, published 
in 1899. John’s birth date was correctly given but there was 
added : ‘‘died before 1762.’’ Evidently, this addition was made 
because the eleventh child in the list was a ‘‘John, b. April 29, 
1762.’’ But the second child listed was ‘‘Joseph, b. April 29, 
1762.’’ If both John and Joseph were b. April 29, 1762, they 
must have been twins, though the Genealogy does not so call 
them. Genealogical and Family History of the State of Connec- 
ticut, copying from the Foster Genealogy and trying to improve 
on it, definitely calls them twins on p. 364 of vol. 1. However, 
the printed Vital Records of Dudley, Mass., list only Joseph as 
b. April 29, 1762 and the records of the church at Dudley list 
only Joseph as bapt. May 2, 1762. It seemed to the present 
writer unbelievable that any man whose wife had just presented 
him with twin sons would have the birth of one twin recorded 
and not that of the other twin and would have only one twin 
baptized ; and that the matter should be investigated as, although 
the facts have stood out for many years, apparently no investiga- 
tion had been made. 

The Records of the Town of Dudley, Mass., 1732-1794, were 
printed in 1893; a copy of this book will be found in many 
genealogical libraries. These records differ from the records of

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many older towns that have been printed as they consist almost 
entirely of actions taken at Town Meetings, but even with that 
limitation they contain much valuable information. On pp. 109- 
10 of part 2 of the volume is the record of a town meeting held 
7 March 1768 for the annual election of town officers, ete.; it 
shows that a John Foster was elected one of the ‘‘hog Rieves.’’ 

Timothy Foster and his family removed from Walpole to Dud- 
ley in 1748, he having acquired by a deed dated July 30, 1748, a 
property consisting of 100 acres, more or less, of land in the 
east end of Dudley with a dwelling house and barn thereon 
formerly the property of Lammont Child (Worcester County 
Deeds; 28 :397) ; and his family is believed to have been the only 
Foster family that was living in Dudley in 1768 and for some 
years thereafter. 

It was some years after Mr. Foster settled in Dudley before 
he was elected to any town office: one of the Tything Men, March 
4, 1754 and again March 6, 1758; Constable for the East End, 
March 3, 1760; one of the Fence Viewers, March 1, 1762; a Sur- 
veyor of Highways, March 7, 1763, and so on in minor offices until 
March 4, 1771, when he was elected one of the Selectmen anil 
reelected March 2, 1772. On June 30, 1774, Mr. Foster was 
elected one of the ‘‘Committee of Correspondence to correspond 
with the other Committees of Correspondence in other Towns’”’; 
and his election to this Committee is possibly the basis for the 
statement that has several times appeared in print that he was a 
member of the town’s Committee of Safety. But no Committee 
of that name is mentioned in these Town Records. Mr. Foster’s 
second son, Timothy Foster, Jr., followed the same course; he 
was elected one of the Tything Men, March 6, 1769. So it was 
not strange that Mr. Foster’s son John was elected one of the 
Hog Reeves March 7, 1768. But the town’s voters would hardly 
have elected to such a job a child who was less than six years old 
at the date of his election. This election clearly proves that 
Mr. Foster did not have a son, John, b. April 29, 1762, and that 
the John Foster who was elected March 7, 1768, was the one who 
was b. in Walpole, April 10, 1743. But considerable additional 
proof will be submitted. The only other time up to 1794 that the 
name of John Foster appears in these printed Town Records is 
on p. 309, the record of a Town Meeting held Dee. 18, 1788 when 
it was voted to abate certain taxes assessed against John Foster 
that were to be collected by Constable Corbin. 

John Foster left Dudley after 1768; the exact date is not 
known but probably it was about 1770. After that, he appears 
only in the records of the children born to him and his wife Ruth 
as listed on p. 935 of the Foster Genealogy and on the tax rolls 
after he returned to the town. 
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The Genealogy’s account of John Foster and his family, on the 
page above mentioned, states he was b. April 29, 1762, had a wife 
Ruth and the following children: 


Lathrop, b. Aug. 24, 1780. 

Cyrenia, b. Oct. 23, 1784. 

Harry, b. Dee. 15, 1786; d. before 1789. 
Harry, b. Nov. 9, 1789. 


The printed Vital Records of Dudley list one more child: ‘‘ Jabez, 
son of the wife of John Foster, bapt. May 11, 1783’’; this child 
probably was presented for baptism by Mrs. Foster because her 
husband was in the Continental Army on that date as will be 
evident from the record of his last enlistment, given later on. 
The Vital Records give the name of the first child listed above as 
Lothrop and each of the two last children was listed as Harvey. 

The Genealogy also states John Foster resided in Dudley and 
Littleton, Mass., as if the family removed from Dudley to Little- 
ton. If Mr. Pierce or any of the persons he employed to collect 
data for him had examined the Vital Records of Littleton, he 
would have learned that John and Ruth lived in Littleton before 
they settled in Dudley, for those records (p. 147, printed Rec- 
ords) list two sons as born to them there: John, b. April 22, 1776 
and Leonard, b. April 12, 1778. 

The Census of 1790 lists John Foster as living in Dudley with 
a family of 1 male 16 years and upwards (himself), 4 males 
under 16 and 3 females. 

The Detroit Society for Genealogical Research Magazine 
printed (vol. 4, p. 177) an article entitled ‘‘ Minute Men of 1775”’ 
that attempted to prove that ‘‘Timothy Foster and his twelve 
sons who went into the Revolutionary War’’ gave ‘‘an aggregate 
service of over sixty years.’’ The second paragraph of that 
article was copied or paraphrased, errors and all, from the 
Foster Genealogy. The paragraph concludes with this sentence: 
‘‘Their family circle had widened from time to time to include 
six more boys and two little girls, and before 1762, John, born in 
Walpole had died.’’ To make the count of six boys born to Mr. 
Foster’s third wife, it is necessary to include the son John the 
Foster Genealogy says was b. April 29, 1762. 

In the fourth paragraph of the magazine article listing the 
war service of Mr. Foster and his sons, it is stated: ‘‘Corporal 
William and private John served under Captain Lemuel Corbin 
on a Rhode Island alarm of July 13 (should be 30), 1780.’’ The 
service of Corporal William Foster, 13 days on that alarm, is 
listed on p. 938, vol. 5, Massachusetts Soldiers and Sailors in the 
War of the Revolution; but the service on that alarm of a John 
Foster of Dudley was not. However, many John Fosters served 
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in the war and it is possible a John Foster of some other town 
than Dudley may have served on the alarm mentioned. If the 
lady who wrote ‘‘Minute Men of 1775’’ had when consulting the 
Foster Genealogy turned to the list of Fosters who served in the 
War of the Revolution, on pp. 66-102, she would have found on 
p. 82 mention of a John Foster of Dudley who served three years 
in the Continental Army and also mention of a John Foster of 
Littleton who served nine months in that Army. And if she had 
looked up in vol. 5 of Massachusetts Soldiers and Sailors in the 
War of the Revolution the details of those two services she would 
have learned several things: (1) that from the personal deserip- 
tions and ages given, the two terms were served by one man; 
(2) that a man of the ages given could not have been born as 
late as April 29, 1762 but must have been born in 1748; (3) that 
John Foster of Dudley actually served in the War for a much 
longer period than she had given him credit for. Following, are 
abstracts of a portion of the two services; the Littleton record is 
given first as it was the earlier enlistment : 

Foster, John. Littleton. Descriptive list of men raised in Middlesex 
County to reinforce Continental Army for the term of 9 months from the 
time of their arrival at Fishkill (June 23, 1778); age, 35 years, stature 
5 ft. 6 in.; residence, Littleton; engaged for the town of Littleton; ete. 


[Page 910.] 
Foster, John. Descriptive list of men raised in Worcester County to 


serve in the Continental Army, agreeable to resolve of Dec. 2, 1780; age, 
37 years; stature, 5 ft. 5 in. [one inch less than in the previous list, prob- 
ably due to careless measuring one of the times]; complexion, dark; occu- 
pation, baker; engaged Jan. 2, 1781; engaged for the town of Dudley; 
term, 3 years, etc. [Page 912.] 

From the length of John Foster’s service, it was thought he 
might possibly have been granted a pension and inquiries were 
made to ascertain; fortunately, he was granted one, for without 
the information contained in his pension file it would have been 
impossible to have accounted for Mr. Foster after 1796, the last 
year he was named in the Dudley tax list. The last reeord of 
him in Dudley the present writer has found was his being called 
‘fof Dudley’’ in a deed dated Oct. 11, 1796, which he, two of his 
half-brothers, one sister and one half-sister executed and 
acknowledged at Woodstock, Conn., conveying to Ephraim 
Upham of Thompson, Conn., their interests in the estate of their 
father, Timothy Foster [Sen.]. His brother, Timothy Foster 
[ Jr.], was one of the witnesses to this deed. (Worcester County 
Deeds, 131:382.)* Except for this deed, this John Foster was 


*The Upham Genealogy, Descendants of John Upham, by F. K. Upham, 1892, states, 
p. 164: Ephraim® Upham of Killingly, Conn., (Luke’, Ivory‘, Phineas?, John’) 
b. there Nov. 22, 1770; m. ; d. Nov. 22, 1850; and lists his six children by birth 
years only, but does not say where they were born. 

To supplement and correct this record: Ephraim Upham m. Dudley, June 26, 1796, 
Sarah Foster, b. Dudley, March 21, 1766, dau. of Timothy* Foster and his third 
wife Mary (Payson?). Sometime after Oct. 11, 1796, Mr. Upham removed from Thompson 
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not listed as a grantee or grantor in the indices of Worcester 
County Deeds; consequently he owned no land in Dudley. And 
a like examination of the indices in the Middlesex Registry of 
Deeds shows he owned no land while living in Littleton. 

His pension record shows that John Foster was living in 
Boxborough, Middlesex County, Mass., and as the Census of 1800 
lists John Foster as living in Boxborough with a family of 1 male 
45 yrs. and up (himself), 2 males 10 to 16 yrs., one female 26 to 
45 and one female under 10 yrs. of age, it is quite possible Mr. 
Foster and his family went directly from Dudley to Boxborough. 
Boxborough District was established Feb. 25, 1783, from parts of 
Harvard, Littleton and Stow; the bounds between Littleton and 
Boxborough were established Feb. 20, 1794 and the District was 
made a town Nov. 4, 1835, by chapter 15, Revised Statutes. 
There is good reason for thinking that when Mr. Foster lived in 
Littleton in 1776-78 it was in that part of the town that later 
became a part of Boxborough. 

Mr. Foster’s first declaration or application for a pension was 
dated April 6, 1818. In it he said: ‘‘He is now 75 years of age— 
has a small property but same is not sufficient to support him as 
his labor declines.’’ That means he was born in 1743, not in 
1762. He was a man who knew his age, not one who said ‘‘about’’ 
and might be some years off. In a supplementary declaration in 
June 1820, he said he was 77 and in one made June 11, 1823 he 
said he was 80. 

In Mr. Foster’s first declaration he claimed a total service in 
the War of the Revolution of four years and nine months 
which he later changed to five years and six months. The time 
was made up of: eight months in 1775 in a Rhode Island 
regiment which formed that Colony’s ‘‘Army of Observation.’’ 
No detail of that service was given. Then: ‘‘Being in Captain 
Coggeshall Olney’s Company in Col. Hitchcock’s Regiment in 
the Rhode Island Line and at Cambridge, Massachusetts. On 
the 1st. of January in the year of our Lord 1776 at Cambridge 
he enlisted again into the same company upon the Continental 
Establishment for one year. He proceeded with his Regiment to 
New York, was stationed on Long Island and after the battle of 
that Island he returned under orders with the sick and he joined 
his Regiment at Harlem Heights and continued with trem in ihe 
States of New York and Connecticut until the days of his time 
expired and he was dismissed at Norwalk in Connecticut. 

‘*He was next employed by the town of Littleton in Massachu- 


to Dudley and for the balance of his life lived on the Timothy Foster estate, his wife 
Sarah (or Sally) on her mother’s death having inherited one-half of it and Mr. Upham 
having acquired the other one-half by the above mentioned deed. His six children were 
all born in Dudley and their births are recorded in printed Dudley Vital Records; those 
records also list the death of Sarah (Foster) Upham, Oct. 13, 1841, aged 75 y. 6m. 23d. 
Ephraim Upham, d. Dudley, intestate, Nov. 22, 1857. 
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setts to go into the Continental Army nine months, he joined the 
Army at West Point ... he served until his period expired and 
he returned again to Littleton. 

‘‘In January in the year 1781 he was hired by the town ot 
Dudley in Massachusetts to go into the Army for three years--- 
was mustered in at the town of Sutton and joined the Army at 
West Point, ... he continued doing his duty until the 28th of 
October 1783 when he received an honorable discharge,’’ ete. 


The names of the commanders of the companies and regiments 
under whom Mr. Foster claimed to have served with Massachu- 
setts troops have been omitted from the above quotations because 
they differ from those named on pp. 910, 912, vol. 5, Mass. Sol- 
diers and Sailors ete. Mr. Foster probably named the com- 
manders of the companies and regiments to which he was 
definitely assigned to West Point while Mass. Soldiers, ete. may 
have named officers of provisional companies and regiments formed 
to move the recruits to West Point. Or, in assembling the data 
for the Mass. Soldiers and Sailors ete., the card of another John 
Foster may by accident have been exchanged for a card of our 
John Foster. But for this article, the names of the officers under 
whom Mr. Foster served are immaterial. John Foster the pen- 
sioner of Boxborough has in his declaration identified himself as 
the John Foster of Littleton who served for Littleton nine montlhis 
in the Continental Army and as the John Foster of Dudley who 
enlisted for Dudley for three years’ service in the same Army. 

At the present writing, it has been impossible to completely 
check John Foster’s service with Rhode Island troops. The 
reader is referred to Benjamin Cowell’s Spirit of ’76 in Rhode 
Island, published in 1850, for an account of how and when the 
‘‘Army of Observation’’ was raised, why it was given that name 
and the men and officers who made it up were enlisted in ‘‘ His 
Majesty’s Service’’ to serve until the end of December 1775. 
Cowell says: ‘‘ After the enlistment expired December 31 (1775), 
they were again mostly enlisted for one year under the authority 
of the Continental Congress.’’ That is what Foster referred to 
when on Jan. 1, 1776, ‘‘he enlisted again into the same company 
upon the Continental Establishment for one year.’’ Cowell 
also says: ‘‘The rolls of the rank and file of the several companys 
of the Army of Observation have not been preserved. The writer 
(Cowell) has never been able to find but two, Capt. Jeremiah 
Olney’s and Capt. Stephen Kimballs.’’ (No John Foster was 
named on either roll.) ‘‘Of the year’s service’’ (1776) ‘‘we have 
only the names of one company—Capt. Jeremiah Olney’s.’’ That 
roll is printed on p. 22 of the book and includes the name of a 
John Foster, private. There was no index of names printed in 
Mr. Cowell’s book. Mr. Arnold thought one was so necessary 
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that he printed it in vol. 12 of his Rhode Island Vital Records; 
on p. 163 of that vol. will be found: ‘‘22 Foster, John, private, 
Capt. Olney’s company, new establishment, 1776.’’ 

The John Foster in Capt. Jeremiah Olney’s company may he 
the pensioner of Boxborough or some other John Foster. For 
the pensioner insisted in his declarations he was in the company 
of Capt. Coggeshall Olney for the full 20 months he served in 
the Rhode Island regiment. According to pp. 313-4 of vol. 1, 
Smith’s Civil and Military Lists of Rhode Island, in May 1775, 
Coggeshall Olney was a Lieutenant in Capt. John Angell’s Prov- 
idence company in the Army of Observation, later on (date not 
known to the present writer) he was commissioned a Captain. 
But according to Mr. Cowell, no roll of a company commanded 
by Capt. Coggeshall Olney in either 1775 or 1776 has been pre- 
served. There were a whole flock of Olneys who were officers in 
the Army of Observation and its successor. 

Mr. Foster was required to submit the usual statement of his 
financial condition. This was sworn to by him on the 2d Monday 
in June 1820; excluding ‘‘necessary clothing and bedding’’ his 
assets amounted to $427.58 (of which $375.00 was the value of 
his real estate), less $40.00 for debts due from him; a net of 
$387.58. The real estate was formerly the property of Ebenezer 
Phillips, deceased, which Foster bought for $500.00 at a public 
auction held in Dee. 20, 1814, and consisted of two pieces of land 
in the North Easterly part of Boxborough ; one tract on the road 
from Groton to Coneord, contained about 20 acres of land and a 
dwelling house, the second tract contained about five acres. A 
deed for this property dated 1st April 1815, executed by Moses 
Whitcomb, administrator ec. t. a. of the estate of Ebenezer Phil- 
lips, was given to Mr. Foster. Mr. Foster sold the property for 
$400.00 on Sept. 8, 1823, to John Hunt of Boston; Hunt on Feb. 
1, 1827, sold the property to Barnard Battles of Boxborough, 
Housewright, and Battles with his wife Mary for $200.00 sold 
the property back to John Foster ‘‘for and during his natural 
life’? on the same day, i.e. Feb. 1, 1827 (Middlesex County 
Deeds, 211 :149 ; 250 :209 ; 272 :475). 

A list of Mr. Foster’s debts that had been or were to be paid 
out of the $400.00 paid by Mr. Hunt for Foster’s real estate, was 
made June 5, 1823, and Charles Handley and Cephas Hartwell, 
Assessors of Boxborough, certified they ‘‘have sufficient evidence 
that the above schedule of debts due from John Foster to the 
several creditors above named is correct.’” The debts aggregated 
5256.30 and the largest amount, $151.68 was due to John Foster, 
Jr., undoubtedly Mr. Foster’s son John, b. at Littleton, April 22, 
1776, as he was living in 1823 and was one of the witnesses to 
Mr. Foster’s deed of Sept. 8, 1823 to John Hunt. On Sept. 10, 
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1823, the assessors of Boxborough, having been duly appointed 
to that service by order of the court, ‘‘made an inventory of 
Mr. Foster’s personal estate’’ (evidently exclusive of necessary 
clothing and bedding) it included: ‘‘money on hand, $115.00.”’ 

On Oct. 11, 1823, Mr. Foster made an affidavit or declaration 
which, omitting the first paragraph, reads as follows: 

‘That since exhibiting my first schedule, some changes have 
taken place in my property, but the only material one is that of 
my real estate which in my first schedule was appraised at $375. 
and which I sold to John Hunt of the City of Boston on the 8th 
day of September 1823, for the sum of $400., which sum the said 
John Hunt has paid me in the manner following viz. 

‘*By discharging himself to pay and discharge my debts to the 
amount of $256.30.; also by paying and securing me for the 
balance of said sum, $143.70. 

‘‘The above debts were due from me for necessary labor, money 
and goods for the support and comfort of myself and wife up to 
the 5th June 1823 as appears by schedule of the assessors of 
Boxborough hereunto affixed. 

‘*And between 5 June to 10 September last when the schedule 
of my property was taken, I have contracted sundry small debts 
for necessaries amounting to $28.70 which is to be paid out of 
the balance of $143.70, leaving in my hands the sum of $115.90 
being the sum put down on schedule as money on hand.”’ 

A copy of Mr. Foster’s deed of 8th September 1823 to John 
Hunt was either attached to or enclosed with this declaration. 

This apparently settled the matter of finances and Mr. Foster 
was granted a pension of $8.00 per month to date from 6th April 
1818. 

The pension papers disclose that in June 1820 Mr. Foster had 
a wife with the given name of Basmoth and that he married a 
third wife in 1831. 

John* Foster m. (1) Roxbury, Mass., Oct. 3, 1771, Ruth 
Phillips and there had by her two children: Leonard, b. Aug. 1, 
1772 and Fanny, b. June 22, 1774. (Roxbury Vital Records, 
printed.) Ruth was b. Weston, Mass. May 27, 1750, dau. of 
Ebenezer* Phillips (Samuel*, Theophilus*, Rev. George! Phillips, 
first minister at Watertown, Mass.) and Mary (Warren) Phillips; 
the following from the printed Vital Records of Boxborough, 
Mass., is, in all probability, the record of her death: ‘‘ (Foster) 
, w. of John, (d.) May 19, 1815, a. bet. 50 and 60y. 
C. R.’’; the age at death probably was the minister’s guess and 
based upon Ruth’s appearance, for if the date is that of her 
death she was but a few days short of being 65 years old. 

The Phillips Genealogies, by Albert M. Phillips, 1885, p. 43, 
and Bond’s Watertown, p. 878, each list five children born to 
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Ebenezer* and Mary (Warren) Phillips: Ruth, Mary, Samuel, 
Eunice and Ebenezer, Jr. The printed Births, Marriages and 
Deaths in Weston includes in addition to the Town’s Vital Ree- 
ords, 1707-1850, the Chureh Records, 1709-1825. On pp. 470, 
472, 480, 485 and 487 of that volume will be found the record of 
the baptism of five more of Ebenezer and Mary Phillips’ 
children: Anne, Abigail, Hephzibath, Lydia and Stephen. The 
marriage of Ruth is given above, that of Mary appears in the 
Vital Records of Weston, the Phillips Genealogies and Bond; 
the marriage intention or marriage (or both) of Eunice, Eben- 
ezer, Jr., Anna, Abigail and Hephzibath will be found respec- 
tively on pp. 229 (two), 273, 228 and 274 of the printed Births, 
Marriages and Deaths in Littleton, Mass. and that of Stephen in 
the printed Vital Records of Boxborough, Mass. That leaves but 
two: Samuel and Lydia, for whom no additional records, except 
the bapt. of Samuel, May 19, 1754, have been found; but Lydia 
was mentioned in her father’s will as a single woman and as 
Samuel was not mentioned in that will it probably is correct to 
say he then was dead and perhaps had died young. As there 
were seven girls and but three boys, including Samuel and 
Stephen, who was the youngest child, there may have been more 
girls than were needed to do the work of the household and con- 
sidering that five of the girls married men of distant towns 
(Hephzibath’s m. int. was to a man living in an adjoining town) 
it seems probable the older girls went into service one at a time 
and so became acquainted with the men they later married. 

Ebenezer* Phillips disposed of his land in Weston, Jan. 14, 
1774, having bought lands in Littleton, Jan. 4, 1774 (Middlesex 
County Deeds, 75 :469; 76:59, 60), and probably removed with 
his family to Littleton early in 1774. As the lands in Littleton 
that Mr. Phillips bought ineluded the two tracts of land that 
John Foster bought at auction on Dee. 20, 1814, and for which 
he received a deed dated April 1, 1815, executed by the admin- 
istrator ¢c. t.a. of Mr. Phillips’ estate, as hereinbefore mentioned, 
it is evident the lands were located in that part of Littleton 
which on Feb. 23, 1783 became a part of the District of 
Boxborough. 

There is no record in Littleton of the death of Mrs. Mary ( War- 
ren) Phillips but it probably occurred in 1777 or earlier as the 
printed Births, Marriages and Deaths in Littleton list (p. 273) 
the m. int. of ‘‘Mr. Ebz™ Phillips of this Town and Mrs. Expe- 
rience Shepard of Concord, Feb. 1, 1778’’; they were m. in 
Concord, March 5, 1778 (p. 241, Coneord Births, Marriages and 
Deaths, printed.) The only time Experience Shepard is men- 
tioned in the index to the above mentioned Concord records 
refers to this marriage record, and there is no record in that 
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book of the marriage of a male Shepard to a woman with the 
given name of Experience. No search has been made to discover 
the identity of Experience. The printed Vital Records of Box- 
borough lists: ‘‘Phillips, Experience, w. of Ebenezer, (d.) Jan. 
31, 1810, a. 81 y. C.R.,’’ and ‘‘Phillips, Ebenezer, (d.) May 10, 
1811, a. 90 y. 2m. 8d. C. R.’’; the age was about a year too much 
as the Weston records say he was born Feb. 19, 1721/2. 

Mr. Phillips executed his will Aug. 26, 1805; it was allowed 
Oct. 1, 1811. It mentioned his sons Ebenezer, Jr., and Stephen; 
daughters: Ruth, Unis (Eunice), Anna, Abigail, Hepsabeth and 
Lydia, and three granddaughters, children of his dau. Mary Pool 
who probably was then dead. This accounts for all his children 
except son Samuel, before mentioned as probably d.y. He left: 
‘‘to my Daughter Ruth Forster my house and Barn and all the 
right and title I have in a peace [sic| of land... bounded... 
the road by Land of Augustus Walker, bounding on said 
Walker’s land... then... by swamp... to the road then on 
said road to the bound first mentioned. I reserving a right in 
my house for my Daughter Lydia so long as she remains single 
with the use of well for water.’’ Isaae Patch of Littleton was 
named sole executor. (Middlesex County Probate, 112 :297; 
Case No. 17307.) 

The following petition was presented to the Probate Court on 
May 28, 1811: 

The Memorial of John Foster of Boxborough . . ., yeoman, and Ruth 


Foster, his wife, in her right 

Humbly showeth 

That Ebenezer Phillips late of said Boxborough, Yeoman, within 
thirty days last past, died testate, that Phillips nominated and appointed 
Isaac Patch of Littleton .. . yeoman, executor of his last Will .. .; that 
said executor has absconded; that said Ruth Forster is a principal devisee 
in said Will; your memorialists, therefore, pray your Honor, that said Will 
may be approved; and administration with said Will annexed on the estate 
of said deceased may be granted to Moses Whitcomb of Littleton... 


[Signed] John Foster 
Ruth Forster in her right. 

Moses Whitcomb was appointed administrator and gave bond as 
such Oct. 1, 1811; he exhibited that day an inventory of the 
estate taken June 29, 1811 (real estate, $525.00; personal estate, 
$49.96) ; and on Dee. 3, 1811, exhibited a list of the debts of the 
estate; the largest debt was $486.74 due John Foster and the 
total of the debts exceeded somewhat the total of the inventory, 
showing the estate was insolvent and that it would be necessary 
to sell the real estate ; the administrator gave bond April 7, 1812, 
for the sale of the real estate and on May 9, 1815, made affidavit 
regarding its sale to John Foster. (Middlesex County Probate, 
Case No. 17307.)

‘ CRANSON NOTES 


By WINIFRED LOVERING HOLMAN, 8.B., F.A.S.G., of Lexington, Mass.* 


SAMUEL CRANSON, born probably in Scotland or England, 
around 1695, settled in Marlborough, Middlesex County, Mass., 
about 1728, where he died, after 1742. He married, date and 
place not known, but about 1718, ELizaBeru, perhaps a Brown, 
who may have come to New England with him, and who probably 
survived. Both Samuel and his wife Elizabeth were of Mart- 
borough 11 Nov. 1742. 

Little is known of this Samuel Cranson except that he appar- 
ently is not a descendant, or connected with, the prominent 
Cranston family of Rhode Island. He has no land records nor is 
there any estate for him or his wife in Middlesex County. Hud- 
son’s History of Marlborough (1862), page 352, states that ‘‘The 
records of this family are very defective, what we give is gleaned 
from scattered items, and from a friend of the family . . . Samuel 
Cranston emigrated from England a very young man, and settled 
probably in the western part of the Colony, where he m. Eliza- 
beth Brown. It is probable that he and his wife, and at least 
three children came to Marl. about 1728. He d. in Marl.’’

6 Dec. 1738, Sudbury, Mass., as of 
Marlborough, JOHN BARNEs. 
+ii. Evisna, b, in 1721, ‘‘moved to Ashfield, where he m. and had 
issue.’’

DunTON and Lucas DUNN.

man, ete. In 1790 he is listed as a resident of Ashfield, as 
‘Major Amasa Cranson,’’ but returned to Marlborough. Chil- 
dren (Cranson), born in Marlborough, (1) Lydia*, b. 1760, d. 
inf.; (2) Joel, b. 17 Sept. 1763; m, Lucretia Eager, see p. 353 
of Hudson’s Marlborough, for his account; (3) Mary, b. 22 Mar. 
1766; m. 28 May 1789, Ashfield, Abner Phillips of Ashfield, and 
d. in 1846; (4) Moses, d. inf.; (5) Lois, b. 19 Dee. 1771; m. 
John Ward; (6) Catharine, b. 20 Feb. 1775; m. int. Dee, 1801, 
Ashfield, Stephen Nash, of Granby.

CapTaIn EvisHa? Cranson (Samuel'), born, place unknown, 
about 1721, died in Ashfield, Franklin County, Mass., 18 Apr. 
1804, aged eighty-three years, buried there in Spruce Corner 
Cemetery. He married first, in Leicester, Worcester County, 
Mass., 24 July 1746, Asiagam. BALpwin, born in Hingham, Mass., 
29 Nov. 1727, died in Ashfield, 6 July 1792, aged sixty-two years, 
daughter of David and Abigail (Burr) Baldwin. He married 
secondly, intention 1792 in Ashfield, widow HANNAH STEARNS, of 
Goshen. 

Elisha Cranson settled in that part of Leicester which, in 1755, 
was set off as the town of Spencer. The history of the latter 
place, by Draper, 1841, cites on page 130, that Elisha ‘‘Cranson’”’ 
was living on the east end of Lot 50 in 1748, and that ‘‘Mr. 
Cranson has one grandchild in this town, viz: Roxa, wife of 
James Kenney, da. of Samuel Guilford. Mr. Cranson remove: 
to Ashfield, where he d. in 1804, aged 84,’’ ete. Brief abstracts 
of his deeds on file at Worcester follow: 


28 July 1746, James Graton of Leicester, laborer, for £50, sells to Elisha 
Cranson of same, land there, some 37 acres in the westerly half, bounded by 
land of John Graton, Lt. Thomas Newhall, Daniel Gross and land formerly 
owned by Mr. Dorr; wit: Asa Baldwin and Zebulon Baldwin; reed. 1746. 
(Worcester Deeds, 22:153.) Cranson conveyed this back to Graton, 7 Aug. 
1746, for £200, it being property inherited by the latter from his father, 
John Graton; wit: James Southgate Jr., and Thomas Steel; recd. 1746. 
(ibid., 22 :194.) 

20 Apr. 1748, John Noble of Norwich, Conn., husbandman, for £400 sells 
Elisha Cranson, of Leicester, one half of 240 acres in northerly part of 
same, butted by Lincoln, Allen and Gamlins [?]; wit: Isace Huntington 
and Noah Mandell of Norwich; reed. 1748-49. (ibid., 26 :186.) 

The same day, Cranson mortgaged this property to Noble, same witnesses, 
reed. 1750. (ibid., 29:5.) 

13 Mar. 1748-49, Elisha Cranson, of Leicester, blacksmith, for £200 sold 
to Asa Baldwin of same, husbandman, 60 acres in westerly part of same, 
being part of Lot No. 50. bounded by land of Simeon Wilson and Dr, Clark; 
wit: David and Zebulon Baldwin; reed. 1748-9. (ibid., 27 :388.) 

20 May 1751, Elisha Cranson of Leicester, blacksmith, for some £29 
sold to Nathan Whitney, of Shrewsbury, laborer, 38 acres in west parish of 
Leicester, bounded by Asa Baldwin, said Cranson and Simeon Wilson; wit: 
Joshua Eaton Jr., and Ebenezer Sanderson; reed. 1751. (ibid., 29:351.) 

24 July 1751, John Noble of Norwich, Conn., for £410 conveys land in 
Leicester, known as the Orchard Hill Lot, to Elisha Cranson of same, and 
which was made over to said Noble as security for a mortgage deed in 
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1748, etce.; wit: Samuel and Rebecca Huntington; reed. 1751. (ibid., 
29 :359.) 

29 July 1751, Elisha Cranson, of Leicester, for £50 plus sells Asa Baldwin 
of same, land there, 38 acres in western part of town; bounded by Simeon 
Wilson, Samuel Hunt, of Boston, and land lately sold to Nathan Whitney, 
said land being one half of a lot as measured in a division between Cranson, 
Wilson and Baldwin; wit: Timothy Paine and J, Chandler; reed, 1751. 
(ibid., 30 :568.) 

24 Sept. 1757, Cyprian Rice of Brookfield, yeoman, for £120 sells Elisha 
Cranson, of Spencer, land and buildings in Spencer, some 40 acres, except- 
ing one half acre, etc., bounded by Samuel Bemis, Dea. Fraser, Caleb 
Bridges, Abraham Bell and Richard Beers; wit: Icha Foster and Mehitable 
Batchellor; ack. 1757 and recd. 1769. (ibid., 61:194.) 

12 Sept. 1767, James Carlisle of Spencer, tailor, for £120, sells to Elisha 
Cranson, of same, 50 acres there and buildings, formerly laid out to 
Nathaniel Wood and abutting land of George Harrington, Nathaniel Bemis, 
Joshua Bemis, said Cranson and Abraham Ball; Lydia releases her rights; 
wit: John Eliot and Moses Lammon; reed. 1767. (ibid., 57 :883.) 

12 Sept. 1767, Elisha Cranson of Spencer, blacksmith, for £120 conveys 
to James Putnam, of Worcester, 50 acres in Spencer, the eastern half of 
land laid out to Nathaniel Wood., as a mortgage deed; Abigail Cranson 
releases her dower rights; wit: John Eliot and James Carlisle; reed. 1767. 
(ibid., 57 :384.) 

29 Dec. 1769, Siperon (Cyprian) Rice of Brookfield, for £80, conveys to 
Elisha Cranson, of Spencer, 40 acres in Spencer, bounded by Shadrach 
Pierce, Henry Bright and Abraham Ball; wit: Benjamin Felton and Edward 
Parsons; recd. 1770. (ibid., 61:269.) 

1 Jan. 1770, James Putnam of Worcester, for £140, releases to Elisha 
Cranson, of Spencer, the above described 50 acres in Spencer; wit: David 
Moor and Joshua Bemis; reed. 1770. (ibid., 61:276.) 

18 Dee. 1771, Elisha Cranson of Spencer, blacksmith, for £306-13-04, sells 
Timothy Green of Leicester a tract of 50 acres in Spencer, where the said 
grantor lives, the southerly part of which he bought of James Carlisle in 
1767; also 27 acres there, with reservation; Abigail releases her dower 
rights; wit: Timothy Green Jr., and Thomas Dennis; rec. 1771. (ibid., 
66 :203.) 

In 1743, ‘‘Huntstown,’’ had a grant of 8000 acres, and, 21 
June 1765, was formally established as the town of Ashfield, then 
in Hampshire County, Mass., deeds filed at Springfield and pro- 
bate at Northampton. Although Franklin was not set off from 
Hampshire until 1812, the deeds are recorded at Greenfield from 
1787. 

Captain Elisha Cranson was head of a family in Ashfield in 
1790 consisting of himself and wife; directly beneath him (in 
fact all the Cransons are listed together) is Elisha Cranson, Jr., 
who had a family of himself, wife, five males and two females 
under 16. The other Cransons there were Abner, Major Amasa, 
Asa, and Jonathan. But one other Cranson appears in the 
Massachusetts Census of 1790, Joel of Marlborough. 

Elisha Cranson served in both the French and Indian War and 
in the Revolution, as follows: 

Elisha Cranson, return dated Worcester, 11 Apr. 1759, under 
Col. John Chandler Jr., for invasion of Canada, aged 37, resi- 


dence Spencer, enlisted 2 Apr. 1759, had his own fire arms. He 
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also appears on a billeting roll, dated 30 Apr. 1759, as a member 
of Capt. Samuel Clark Paine’s co., Col. Timothy Ruggles’ regt., 
2-30 Apr. 1759, 29 days service, Ist Battalion. Also, he appears 
on a billeting roll, at Worcester, as member of same co., and regt., 
30 Apr.-10 May 1759, 10 days. As Elisha ‘‘Cranston’’ he is 
listed on a muster roll, dated Boston, 13 Feb. 1760, as a private 
in the same co., and regt., residence Spencer, from 2 Apr.-30 Nov. 
1759, on the expedition to Crown Point. (Mass. Archives, 
97 ; 122, 185, 233, 302.) 

‘‘Cranson, Elisha, Captain 11th (also given 12th) co., Col. 
David Field’s (5th Hampshire Co.) regt.; list of officers of Mass. 
Militia dated Deerfield, April 22, 1776; ordered in Council May 
3, 1776, that commissions be issued; reported commissioned 
May 3, 1776; also, Captain, list of men appointed on a committee 
from Hampshire Co. to raise men to go to Canada (year not 
given) ; also, petition dated Ashfield, April 13, 1780, signed by 
said Cranson, requesting permission to resign his commission as 
Captain of 11th co., Lieut. Col. David Well’s (5th Hampshire 
Co.) regt.; resignation accepted in Council April 25, 1780. 
(Mass. Soldiers and Sailors in the Revolution, 4:89.) 

The Massachusetts Archives contain original signatures of this 
Elisha Cranson. There is no estate for him on file at either 
Northampton or Greenfield, but his land records appear in the 
Registry of Deeds at the latter place, as also an estate deed, viz: 

25 July 1792, Elisha Cranson of Ashfield sold to Jonathan 
Cranson, of same, for £300, land there; ack. 25 Aug. 1792 and 
reed. 4 May 1804; wit: William and Prudence White; a warranty 
deed. (Franklin County Deeds, 19:323.) 

18 Apr. 1801, Elisha Cranson, of Ashfield, gentleman, for $400, 
sells to David Cranson, Abner Cranson, Elizabeth, wife of Sam- 
uel Guilford, and Sarah, wife of Lemuel Phillips, all of same, 
land there, being the southern half of lot #62; signs; ack. same 
day; recd. 8 June 1804; wit: William White and Abigail 
Williams. (ibid., 19:390.) 

14 May 1804, by quitclaim deed of partition, David Cranson, 
Abner Cranson, Elizabeth Guilford, wife of Samuel Guilford, 
Sarah Phillips, wife of Lemuel Phillips, all of Ashfield, Hamp- 
shire County, convey to David, the northwesterly part of Lot #59 
in the 2nd division; to Abner a piece of Lot #62, being 13 rods 
wide at each end and to run the whole length of said Lot; to 
Elizabeth, part of Lot #62, being 13 rods wide at each end, and 
running the whole length of said lot, bounds north on Jonathan 
Cranson’s land and south on Abner Cranson’s land; to Sarah, 
bounds south on David’s land and north on Abner’s land; ack. 
14 May 1804 and reed. 8 June 1804; wit: Ephraim, Apollos and 
Esther Williams. (ibid., 20:351.) 
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27 Feb. 1805, Lemuel Phillips and wife, Sarah, of Ashfield, 
sell to Jonathan Cranson, of same, part of Lot #62; sign; ack. 
same day and reed. 13 June 1805. (tbid., 21:208.)

4 July 1781, Ashfield, Zetua FULLER; he 
served in the Revolution from Hatfield, Mass., res. 1790 in 
Ashfield.

ExisHa® Cranson, Jr. (Capt. E'isha*, Samuel'), born in Spen- 
eer, Worcester County, Mass., 19 Feb. 1752, died in Ashfield, 
Franklin Co., Mass., 25 May 1813, aged sixty-one years, three 
months and seven days, according to the records of the First 
Church there. He married there, 31 Oct. 1776, Saran PHILLIPs, 
born there, in 1752, died there, 25 Dee. 1822, aged seventy, 
buried in the Ashfield Plain Cemetery, daughter of Thomas and 
Katharine (Liscomb) Phillips. The widow, Sarah (Phillips) 


* Martha d. 30 Mar. 1799, aged 37; Jonathan m. there (2), 4 Mar. 1800, Sarah Stearns. 
(Ashfield Vital Records.) 
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Cranson, married there, secondly, 8 Sept. 1813, Zachariah Howes, 
born in Yarmouth, Barnstable County, Mass., 23 May 1753, died 
in Ashfield, December 1832, aged about eighty, son of Joseph 
and Anna (Vincent) Howes.* 


The Ellis Family, page 382, states that ‘‘Sarah, daughter of 
Thomas, sr., was born 1752, and died Dec. 22, 1822, aged 70. 
She married Elisha Cranson, jr. He died May 27, 1813, aged 62. 
She married (second) Zachariah Howes. One grandchild and 
later generations of hers are now in Ashfield (1830).’’ Also, 
Elisha Cranson, Jr., was taxed in Ashfield, 1797; Zachariah 
Howes settled on Brian Hill, where his grandson Otis ‘‘now’’ 
(1830?) lives; he also had son, Nathan; see page 394. 


The widow’s death appears under the name of ‘‘Cranson’’ as 
see the printed Ashfield Vital Records. Elisha Cranson, Jr., is 
listed in the Census of 1790, as of Ashfield, as head of a family 
of one male over 16, five males under 16, and three females, 
probably himself, wife, five sons and two daughters. 


A letter written over one hundred years ago, now owned by 
Miss Clark, by Julia (Cranson) Clark, mentions her Uncle Elisha 
Cranson, hence we know that the writer’s father, Caleb, was 
brother to Elisha. Mrs. Mabel Cranson, owns an old Bible which 
has inscribed in it: ‘‘Property of Elisha Cranson, bought Feb. 
12, 1801.’’ Another old Bible, printed 1797, contains the record 
of Caleb Cranson’s family, which is published in the Register, 
98 :282, 360. Brief abstracts of Elisha’s deeds follow, as sup- 
plied the compiler by a law firm in Greenfield: 


6 July 1797, Joseph Smith Jr., trader, for £280, conveys by warranty deed 
to Elisha Cranson Jr., yeoman, of Ashfield, Hampshire County, 50 acres 
there on the north side of 100 acres lot #20, Third Division; ack. 6 July 
1797 and reed. 18 Feb. 1798; wit: Mehitabel and Ephraim Williams. 
(Franklin County Deeds, 12 :363.) 

28 Jan. 1800, Elisha Cranson Jr., of Aslifield, for $250; by warranty 
deed, conveys to Lot Bassett, 50 acres there; ack. same day and reed. 24 Jan. 
1804; wit: Solomon Fuller and Ephraim Williams, (ibid., 19:209.) 

Elisha Cranson acted as a witness in the deed of Stephen and Rebecca 
Merrill, of Ashfield, to Ebenezer Cranson and Elisha Cranson Jr., of same, 
of 51 acres there for $800, 11 May 1808; ack. same and reed. 13 May 1808. 
(ibid., 25 :357.) 

11 May 1808, Elisha Cranson, of Ashfield, conveys to Ebenezer Cranson 
and Elisha Cranson, Jr., of same, the homestead farm there estimated at 
101 acres, part of which was bought of Joseph Smith, Tr., and the rest of 
Ephraim Williams, for $1500 by warranty deed; wit: Ephraim Williams 
and Elliot Cray; ack. 11 May 1808; Sarah Cranson released her dower 
rights in same, 15 Jan. 1812; wit: Samuel Wrisley and Ephraim Williams; 
reed. 30 Jan. 1812. (ibid., 29:552.) 


* Zachariah Howes m. (1), 23 Feb. 1779, Yarmouth, Lavinia Sears, b. there, 26 Nov. 1760, 
bapt. there, 12 Apr. 1761, d. Ashfield, 14 Sept. 1812, aged 51-10-8, dau. of Elijah and 
Anna (Crowell) Sears, by whom he had issve recorded in Ashfield. Howes settled in 
Ashfield, about 1775.

Lenox, Madison County, N. Y.; wit: ‘‘Electer’’ Cranson and Elisha Cran- 
son; deed ack. 16 Feb. 1810 and reed. 13 Aug. 1812. (ibid., 30:164.) 

16 Feb. 1810, Quitclaim deed, Ebenezer Cranson and Elisha Cranson, Jr., 
of Ashfield, yeoman, convey for $1200 to Thomas Cranson, of Sullivan, 
Madison County, N. Y., all their rights which might descend to them as 
heirs of the estate of their father, Elisha Cranson, and in especial the farm 
on which their said father now dwells, being about 100 acres, in Ashfield, 
and which their father deeded to them; both sign; ack. same and reed.

There is no settlement of the estate of Elisha Cranson nor for 
that of his widow, Sarah (Phillips) (Cranson) Howes, in Green- 
field. From family records we know that Caleb Cranson had 
these children: Miriam, Elisha, Dexter, Samuel, Julia, Polina, 
Sarah-Ann, Hannah, Caleb Jr., and Philena; those named in 
italics are apparently family names and prove, with the other 
evidences considered, that Caleb was indeed a son of Elisha 
Cranson, a grandson of Captain Elisha and great-grandson of 
Samuel Cranson. 


Children of Elisha and Sarah (Phillips) Cranson, probably 
all born in Ashfield, possibly five sons and two daughters, of 
whom :*

PRE-AMERICAN ANCESTRIES 
XIV.* GEORGE WEEKES OF DORCHESTER, MASS.

In Devon & Cornwall Notes & Queries, vol. VI, page 153 ff, 
the late Ethel Lega-Weekes published a note which is of interest 
to every descendant of George Weekes of Dorchester, Massachu- 
setts. Because the foregoing publication has very little distribu- 
tion in this country, the following extract is published, with a 
very slight abridgment to preserve continuity of quotation: 


. . Roger Clapp, with his future wife Joan, her three sisters, and 
their father, Thomas Ford (all of Saleombe Regis) went over in 1630 
to New England, where he became one of the founders of Dorchester, 
Mass., and attained, among other offices, to those of J. P. and Captain 
of ‘‘Castle William,’’ or as it was later styled, ‘‘ Fort Independent,’’ 
dying there 25th Feb., 1691, at the age of 82... : 


Not long after him—i.e. in 1636,—went forth also from Salcombe to ; 
Dorchester, Mass., Roger Clapp’s sister Jane with her husband, George i 
Weekes... 


I question whether (George Weekes) was a native of Salcombe, and ? 
would suggest that he was an inhabitant of Seaton, for among the 
Bishops’ contemporary transcripts of missing Parish Registers I find 
the entry on one of the few and defective Seaton sheets— 


1631—Ammiel Weekes, the son . . . baptised the vjth day... 


The signatures of George Weekes on this side and on the other of the 
Atlantic prove, on comparison of tracings, to be identical, and to be 
those of a man of superior education for his time. . . 


The contiguity of Seaton to Axmouth lends support to the claim that 
George Weekes, of Dorchester, was a descendant of Roger Wykes, of 
Byndon, in Axmouth, who branched off from the North Wyke line about 
1400. 


Subsequently, in the same publication, vol. IX, page 208, Note 
126 signed by A. J. P. S., gives the following as extracts from 
the registers of Seaton, Devonshire: 


1631. Ammiel, son of Georg Weekes and Jane his wife, baptized 6 Novem- 
ber, being the Saboth day at evening prayer time. 

1634. Jane, dau. of George Weekes and Jane his wife, bapt. 6 April. 

1636. Josepe, son of George Weekes and Jane his wife, bapt. 4 December.

‘THE MATERNAL ANCESTRY OF ANNE PECK, SECOND 
WIFE OF CAPTAIN JOHN MASON (c. 1600-1672) : 


Lawrence of St. James Park, co. Suffolk’ 
By ScHUYLER LAWRENCE of Wysox, Penn. 


Captain John Mason of Windsor, 1635, was Connecticut’s first 
significant military figure. While Deputy-Governor 1660-1669, 
he cooperated in the founding of Norwich which became his 
permanent home. His first wife died before March 1638 leaving 
only a daughter. In July 1639 he married again: his second 
wife was Anne Peck! (bapt. 1619) by whom he had seven chil- 
dren.* She was the only daughter and the youngest of the nine 
children of Rev. Robert Peck, Puritan minister at Hingham, co. 
Norfolk. Some of her brothers and first cousins fled England 
about 1638, and she evidently went with them. 

Her mother was Anne Lawrence’ (d. 1648) of an armigerous 
family.” The latter’s brother, John Lawrence of Wramplingham, 
co Norf.", (d. 1685)°, Mayor of Norwich 1667", a Quaker himself, 
did not make an extensive declaration to the herald in 1664”, 
evidently to avoid bringing his kin into danger as tainted with 
religious rebellion. His children were Mary’ who married Jere- 
miah Rust of Hepworth, co. Suff. in 1666°, and Sarah? who mar- 
ried first in 1670 John Bennett jr. of Woodbridge, co. Suff.° 
(died 1680) by whom she had one son and five daughters*, an-l 
secondly in 1686 Richard Pinder (d. 1695).° John Bennett sr. of 
Woodbridge was ‘‘a prisioner for truth in Metton Gaol from 
whence he came sick and died’’ on 3 Nov. 1670.4 It is clear from 
the above few notes that Anne (Lawrence) Peck came from 
gentlefolk deeply compromised with Nonconformity. This makes 
for certain difficulties in tracing her family. 


Il. Rev. John Lawrence (c. 1520-1610) 


Her grandfather was the Rev. John’ Lawrence, pastor ‘‘to 
those who fleeing for religion in Q. Marie’s days [r. 1552-1558] 
met together in woods and secret places .. . He was a gentleman 
of a great estate and exceeding in liberality to the poore. In the 
time of Q. Elizabeth [r. 1558-1603] he preached at Fresingfield.’’* 
He was seized of St. James Park, South Elmham, eco. Suff.’ 
Copinger states that he bought the manor of Fressingfield (co. 
Suff.) in 1589. He gave it to his third son, James, who, with his 
brother Nathaniel, alienated it (probably a settlement) in 1614. 
However, John, son and heir of John, was lord in 1614. Arms of

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lion passant guardant, or.' H. G. Somerby’s discredited’ pedi- 
gree of Lawrence (1856) places one William Lawrence of St. 
James Park as brother of John Lawrence of Rumburgh, co. Suff. 

How Somerby’s William fits in, if at all, is not at 
present clear. Rev. John Lawrence died 2 Jan. 1610/1‘, and his 
will was proved 11 Jan. 1610/1.”

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THE WASSONS OF NEW YORK 


A study of the use of pension records. 
By Major WaLrer LEE SHEPPARD, Jr., of Germantown, Pa, 


Much genealogical information is available in Revolutionary 
pension records that cannot be found elsewhere. These records 
are available in the National Archives in Washington and may 
be examined by the indi.idual in person or by competent 
searchers. In tracing a family in an area where few or no 
records are kept, they may be found very useful. 

In order to obtain a pension, the soldier had to demonstrate 
service, including places of enlistment and discharge, and was 
required to state his age. He often gave his place of birth and 
birth dates. In a few cases parentage is indicated. At first, in 
order to get a pension, he tried to show that he was destitute or 
at least ‘‘hard up.’’ To prove this he was required (in 1820) to 
give a property inventory and to list his dependents, with their 
ages. 

If a wife tried to get a pension on a husband’s service she had 
to prove that they were married, in addition to the above data. 
This frequently was done by statements made by friends and 
relations, often giving the circumstances of the marriage, her 
parentage or at least maiden name, and the births of children, 
especially when church records are incomplete or unavailable. 

The following study will show the use of, and information 
available in, such records. 

There were four pensions granted to Wassons* in the state of 
New York during the Revolution. From them we obtain a partial 
record of four Wasson families and two others. 

1. JoHN Wasson was a resident of Princeton, Schenectady 
Co., N. Y., on 12 Oct. 1832 and at that time was 68. He was born 
in the then township of Schenectady, Co. of Albany, on 6 Jan. 
1764. The record of his birth appears in the family Bible in the 
possession of his brother James. He entered service on or about 
5 July 1780 and was then living in town of Cornisbush in said 
township, now called township of Princeton. His service is 
recited and accepted, and he received a pension. 

From this we find that a Wasson family living in Princeton, 
Schenectady Co., N. Y., had at least two children, James (pos- 
sibly the eldest since he has the bible) and John. 

2. JAMES WASSON was a resident of the town of Sterling, 
Cayuga Co., N. Y. on 6 July 1820, when he was 58 (born about 

*The name of Wasson is also found as Wason, Wasen, Warson, Wauson and Wawson. 


Its relation to the names of Wesson, Weston and Watson is conjectural, but it will some- 
times be found confused with these three latter. 
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1762). He was a carpenter or joiner. He had a wife named 
Peggy, aged 48 (born about 1772), and seven children: Nancy, 
aged 16 (1804), Susanna, aged 14 (1806), Thomas, aged 11 
(1809), Jacob, aged 8 (1812), William, aged 7 (1813), Oliva, 
aged 5 (1815), Maria, aged 2 (1818). 

A statement is attached dated 17 Jan. 1883, signed by Jacob D. 
Wasson aged 73 (born about 1810) of Marble Rock, Iowa, who 
testifies that he is the sole surviving child of James Wasson of 
Sterling, Cayuga Co., N. Y., who died 4 Feb. 1847. (James’ 
service is accepted and pension granted.) 

From this we get the family record of James Wasson, (prob- 
ably brother of John, No.1). We learn the names of the children 
alive in 1820 and in 1883 and their ages. (From the age records, 
Jacob D. appears rather definitely to have been born in 1811.) 

3. JoHN T. Wasson resided in Norwich, Chenango Co., N. Y., 
on 9 Oct. 1832, when he was 68. He was born at Schenectady, 
8 June 1764, and entered service the last of March 1781. He was 
granted a pension but soon died (25 Jan. 1839), and his widow 
Betshanna Wasson applied 14 Feb. 1845 (aged 78) to have the 
pension made over to her. She recites that she was the daughter 
of John Gibson, born 19 May 1766; that she was married to John 
T. Wasson at Schenectady, 14 Feb. 1792, by Mr. George Wasson, 
justice. The banns were first published by the Reformed Dutch 
Church of Schenectady. (An extract from the records of the 
Reformed Protestant Dutch Church of Schenectady in the file 
shows that John T. Wasson married Betts Hannah Gibson 
between 6 Jan. and 5 Feb. 1792.) 

Chauncey Gibson, aged 62 (born about 1783), testified under 
date of 14 Feb. 1845 that he was in his tenth year ‘‘when his 
sister Betshannah married John T. Wasson and that he was 
present at the wedding and saw them married by squire Wasson.’”* 
His brother James Gibson and Nancy Wasson, sister of John T., 
‘*stood up with them.’’ James Gibson is dead and Nancy Was- 
son has removed to the western part of the state. That John 
Wasson wrote his name both with and without a T. 

Sophia Ransford of Norwich, Chenango Co., ‘‘over 40,’’ will 
be ‘£41 in March coming’’ testified on 14 Feb. 1845 (born March 
1804) that her father died 25 Jan. 1839, that she is his only 
child, and that he adopted the ‘‘T’’ in his name to distinguish 
his name from a cousin named John Wasson, but that he wrote 
his name either way. 

A further deposition by James D. Wasson, postmaster of the 
city of Albany, N. Y. dated 14 Jan. 1845 states that he is the 
only surviving son of George Wasson, justice of the peace in 
what is now Schenectady Co., who died in 1805, and that his 
father left no record of the marriages which he performed. 
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A further deposition dated 15 Feb. 1845, Norwich, Chenango 
Co., of Mary, widow of Hezibiah Pellet and sister of Betshannah 
Wasson, and is now 84 (born about 1761), states that when her 
sister was married Mary lived about two miles from the home of 
her father where Betshannah lived. Her children were sick with 
smallpox so she did not get to the wedding. It was 53 years ago 
because her son John Pellet was then 3 years old and he is now 
56 (born about 1789). She is between five and six years older 
than her sister ; she has lived in Chenango Co. for 52 years. Her 
sister was married at her father’s house. 

From all the above we get that: 


I. John Wasson, born 8 June 1764 at Schenectady, died 25 Jan. 1839 
at Norwich, married Betshannah Gibson, born 19 May 1766; had 
a daughter Sophia born Mar. 1804 who married a Ransford. 
John had a cousin named John (possibly No. 1) and a sister 
named Nancy [note that James’ (No. 2) eldest daughter is 
named Nancy]. 

II. George Wasson, Justice of the Peace of Schenectady, died 1805. 
James D. Wasson was his only surviving son in Jan. 1845, No 
relationship with the other families is shown. 

III. John Gibson of Schenectady had: James Gibson, Mary Gibson, born 
about 1761 (married Hezibiah Pellet and had several children, 
including John born about 1789), Betshannah Gibson, born 19 
May 1766 (married John Wasson), Chauncey Gibson, born about 
1783, and possibly others, 


4. JoHn Wasson, resident at Colesville (then called Windsor), 
Broome Co., N. Y., deposed on 9 May 1818 that he was 59 (born 
about 1759), enlisted in the Army of the United States at Tor- 
rington, Conn., 1780-81, in Col. Sheldon’s Dragoons and was 
discharged 12 June 1783, at Danbury. He also deposed that his 
name was spelled in error on the rolls and discharge as WArT- 
son. (Torrington is in Litchfield Co.) A second deposition by 
this John under date of 10 Feb. 1825 gives his age as 65 (born 
about 1760). Probably (from these two figures) he was born 
between 9 May 1759 and 10 Feb. 1760. He is a resident of Coles- 
ville (new name of Windsor) in possession ‘‘in right of my wife’’ 
of 120 acres. There are six in his family, including wife Amea, 
aged 60 (born about 1765), sons John, aged 19 (born about 
1806), Stephen, aged 17 (born about 1808), granddaughter Sally 
Randall, aged 9 (born about 1816). The sixth member of house- 
hold is not named (see Bible Record, Greene Family Bible, quoted 
later). A pension was granted but subsequently discontinued. 


Amea Wasson, widow of John, of Colesville, Broome Co., N. Y., 
entered her deposition on 4 July 1839, requesting her pension. 
She is now 75 (born about 1764). Her husband John Wasson 
died on 11 Oct. 1838. She had married him in Oct. 1781 at 
Middletown, Conn., service performed by Rev. Mr. Benedict. 
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There is no record of this ceremony in the records of the Con- 
gregational Church of Middletown, though the records indicate 
that Benedict was pastor there then. Neither is there a record 
of the marriage in the Middletown clerk’s office. 

John Turner, of Nassau, Rensselaer Co., N. Y., brother of 
Amea Wasson, deposes on 17 Sept. 1839 that he is aged 74 (born 
about 1765). That his sister was married to John Wasson at his 
(Turner’s) father’s house in the fall of (he thinks) 1780. Was- 
son was a soldier billeted at his father’s. He made the Turners’ 
acquaintance then, and that after he married, he lived in a house 
belonging to his father-in-law Turner, and continued in service, 
was home only for short periods when he could get leave. That 
he had a son named Samuel while in service. Samuel now 
resides in Michigan. That deponent cared for the garden for 
Wasson during this period. That the place where Wasson lived 
was at Middlefield, Middlesex Co., Conn. He deposed again on 
17 Oct. 1842 correcting his previous deposition that he feels sure 
his sister Amea was married at his father’s house at Middletown, 
Middlefield Dist., Conn., in 1782 by the Presbyterian Minister of 
that place. 

Millicent Whitlock of Colesville, aged 56 (born about 1784), 
deposed on 26 Nov. 1840 that she was the daughter of John and 
Amea Wasson and that she lived on her father’s bounty until 
she was 24. She remembers a family bible record which showed 
the births of all the children up to 1796 when the record was 
torn from the book and destroyed by a younger sister Amea (or 
possibly Anna) Wasson. 

Jonathan T. Wasson of Colesville, aged 50 (born about 1790), 
deposed on 24 Nov. 1840 that he is the son of John and Amea 
Wasson, resided near his father since he was 26, present when 
his father died on 10 Oct. 1838. He remembers a family Bible 
used by his parents. He deposed again under date 10 May 1844, 
aged 56 (born about 1788), saying that he was the 4th child of 
John and Amea and that the oldest is now more than 61. He 
attaches a family Bible record of his family showing that he was 
married in May 1815 when he was 27 years of age (born about 
1788). There is an entry that John Wasson died 12 Oct. 1839. 
There is also an illegible entry about Sophy, wife of Jonathan 
T., and the following list of births of Jonathan T.’s children: 
Stanley, b. 4 Apr. 1816; Julyan, b. 27 Oct. 1817; Bateman (or 
Baleman), b. 18 June 1820; Almon, b. 10 (illegible month) 1822; 
Emily, b. 16 Dee. 1824; Marcus, b. 4 Feb. 1826; Melvina, b. 19 
Aug. 1829; Frances Genet, b. 10 July 1832; Milton, b. 5 Sept. 
1835. 

Almira Manville, a daughter of John and Amea, also deposes. 
No ages are given. The papers also show that Amea died in 
July 1855 at Colesville. 
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Samuel Wasson deposed on 7 Apr. 1843 from Livingston Co., 
Michigan, that he is the son of John and Amea, born 6 Apr. 1783. 

There are also a series of letters of Elias Holliday, of Scho- 
harie, N. Y., who was apparently the attorney that Mrs. Wasson 
had engaged to try to get her pension for her. The pension was 
finally granted, the chief difficulty was the uncertainty as to the 
date of marriage and proof that John was in service at the time 
of marriage. Bounty land was also given, but the claim was 
allowed to lapse. Mrs. Manville applied for it again, but there 
is no evidence of action. 

Holliday’s letters indicate that John and Amea knew each 
other before he was in service, and that they were engaged, and 
that they were married rather suddenly. 

(The Third Census, 1820, shows for the family of ‘‘ John 
Warson’’ the following: one male under 10, two males 10 to 16, 
one male 16 to 26, one male over 45; three females 16 to 26, one 
female over 45. ‘‘Jonathan T. Warson’’ appears in this census 
as having in his household two males under 10, one male 26 to 45, 
and one female 16 to 26.) 

From the above we arrange the following record of John and 
Amea. 

John Wasson, born probably between 9 May 1759 and 190 
Feb. 1760, died on the 10th, 11th, or 12th of Oct. 1838 at Coles- 
ville, Broome Co., N. Y., married Oct. 1781 at Middletown, Conn., 
Amea Turner, born 1764 or 1765, died in July 1855 at Colesville. 
They had the following children: 


Samuel, b. 6 Apr. 1783 at Middletown, Conn. Living in Michigan, 
1839. At Livingston Co., Mich., 1843. 

Millicent, b. abt. 1784, m., pos. abt. 1808, a Whitlock (her deposition 
says that she lived on her father’s bounty until she was 24). 

A daughter who married a Randall, mother of grandchild Sally Randall, 
b. abt. 1816. 

Jonathan T., b. abt. 1788, m. May 1815 a Sophy, had nine children 
(see above). 

Amea (or Anna), b. before 1796. (This is the younger sister who is 
said by Millicent to have torn up the Bible Record in 1796. Since 
her deposition is not found showing that she destroyed the record, 
it is very possible that she was dead by 1840, probably b. by 1790. 
Census shows 2 males under 16 and 4 females.) 

Mary, b. 12 May 1796 at Stephentown, Rensselaer Co., N. Y., d. 14 
Feb. 1874 at Columbia, Lancaster Co., Pa., m. at Colesville 31 Aug. 
1826 by Justice Thomas Blakely, Nathan Whiting Greene, b. 9 Sept. 
1802, at Canaan, Columbia Co., N. Y., son of David T. Selden and 
Ellen Greene, (The Greene family Bible in possession of Mrs. 
William Greene of Philadelphia, gives the above information including 
places of births and marriage and Mary’s parentage as John and 
Amy Wasspn. This supplies the name of the member of the house- 
hold omitted from John’s deposition in 1825 when he says there are 
six members of his household, but names only five.) 
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Almira, m. a Manville. 
John, b. abt. 1806. 
Stephen, b. abt. 1808. (Mary Greene named a son Stephen.) 

From the regularity of the births, it is reasonable to assume that there 
were other children as well, which may have died young or moved away 
from home by 1825. Possibly two additional children were born between 
Jonathan T. and Mary, and almost certainly an additional one (a son, see 
census of 1820), possibly three children between Mary and John. 


Let us now see how these families appear in the census of 1791). 
In Schenectady, ‘‘So. of Mohawk’’ we find the following

These are the only entries in 1799 Census of New York that 
seem co fit these families. 

There is also a will of Thomas Little of ‘‘Corries Borough,”’ 
Albany, written 19 Mar. 1771, proved 13 June 1785, who 
bequeaths to his daughter and son-in-law, Dorothy and John 
Wasson, all his estate during their life and it to go to their son 
Thomas on their decease and if he die without heirs, then it to be 
divided among John and Dorothy’s other children. Thomas 
Little also names his wife Jane; daughter Jane, wife of John 
Glefford (Gifford?) ; daughter Unice, wife of Duncan Quinten; 
Thomas, John, Mary and Samuel, the four youngest children of 
William Thorington ; grandchildren Thomas and Sarah, children 
of son William Little; sons Thomas and James Little; daughter 
Elizabeth, wife of James More. The first codicil also names a 
grandson John Little. Thomas Wasson witnessed both codicils, 
both written in 1772. It seems likely that the John Wasson here 
mentioned is the father of the Thomas Wasson shown in the 
census above and probably of the John (No. 1) and James (No. 
2). John (No. 3) is possibly the son of a brother of this John. 
John (No. 1) is almost certainly the cousin of the same name, 
the reason for No. 3 to add the initial T. to his name.

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JOHN WELLES OF STRATFORD, CONNECTICUT 


By WINIFRED LOVERING HOLMAN, 8.B., of Lexington, Mass. 


The original will of John Welles of Stratford, son of Gov. Thomas Welles, 
is missing, but the following transcription of the official copy in Volume I 
of the Fairfield Probate Records (on file at the Connecticut State Library in 
Hartford), made with the assistance of D. L. Jacobus, of New Haven, is of 
much interest. Many years ago, a bottle of ink was spilled on the top of 
this record book, and the iron in the ink obliterated the writing at the top 
of the pages affected. 


[Recorded] 19 Octobar 1659 

I John Wels being by gods providence sick and weak in body 
but well in mind doe make this my last will as followeth 

first I Comitt my soull to Jesus Christ my saveour and my 
body to the earth from wence it came: I give to my beloved 
wiffe Elizabeth Wels all that which is due to her in England 
I give more over to my beloved wiffe fourty poundes to carry 
with her yf shee please to goe to England: but yf shee goe not 
to England then my Will is that shee pay my daughter Tem- 
perence Ten pounds out of that which is due to her in England 
and yf shee pleass to stay hear I give to her one third part of my 
whole Estate except my land and building the other two thirds 
of my estate besides land and building I give to my children 
amongst them equally to be devided And to have ther equall 
proportions of houshold [top of next page obliterated| ... 
dispose of for the Good of my children which they may have 
proportionably when They come to ther severall ages: 

I Give to my sonn John this house and houselott And that 
[pine acres?] agaynst Goodman Tomsons lott when he comes to 
the age of eighteen yeares: with all that peece of meadowe at 
Quinbys necke and my Interest in the Common by the bridge: 
I Give him alsoe a peece of upland by Liuetenant Wheeler upon 
the neck And half my land in ye old feild: I give him a paree!l 
of upland Lying in John Hurds pasture upon Clabbord hill: 
I give him alsoe all my Land’ on that neck by weesingwawes [ ?] 
Creeke 

I Give to my sonn Thomas my homlott called the farm lott 
with the bredth downe to the Creeke I give to him alsoe one half 
of my Intack And my sonn John the other half equally to be 
devided between them upland and meadowe: I give alsoe to my 
sonn Thomas one half of my land in the old feild and all the rest 
of my meadow that I have within the fence: I give him alsoe a 
peece of upland upon Clabbord hill between John Blakman and 
widdow Barrets & a peece of upland in the new feild by Serjant 
Curtice land : 

I give to my sonn Samuell all my land at Pequuannock when 
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he come to the age of eighteen yeares and all my sons I would 
have enjoy this I have given them at their age of eighteen years 
but not power to sell nor alianate any part of this until they be 
twenty two years of age [top of next page obliterated] ... Yf she 
pleass to marry agayne I would have sum engaged, to keep 
building and fences and leve them in repair as they find them: 
yf my wife pleass to remayn a widdow it is my desire shee should 
have one end of this house and sum profite out of my sonn John 
and Thomas Lands As my overseers shall see meet for her And 
them Yf my beloved Wife should dye and leve any of my Estate 
Considerable that I have given her it is my desire that one half 
of it should be devided amongst my children equally the rest 
shee may despose of as it pleases her 

I freely give to my dear and loving father my sonn Robert to 
be educated and brought up as he sees good 

It is my desire yf my loving Brother Samuell will take my 
sonn Samuell and teach him to read and write and Educate him 
in the fear of god That he should have till he be Eighteen years 
of age yf not I desire my father and my Brothers may provide a 
place for wher wher [sic] he may be brought up and Educated 
in the fear of god I give to my sonn John my best sword and the 
rest of my sonns each of them a gunn soe farr as they will goe: 

It is my desire that my loving freinds Thomas ffairchild, John 
Hurd Joseph Judson & Joseph Hawly may be helpfull to my 
beloved wife and see this will performed and overseers of my 
children at stratford 

I give my meadowe lying by the river called the [blank] river 
[‘‘my sonn John & Thomas’’ in margin] equally to be devided 
between them And yf any Children dye before [top of next page 
obliterated| .. . equally devided amongst all my children Item 
I give to my wife the Cropp of Corn and hay on the ground and 
in the Barn: 

I Desire my father may have either this will or a True Coppy 
of it sent to him in Convenient time after my deceass And yf he 
in his wisedom pleass to alter any things in it leve it wholly with 
him Concerning any things that he may seem good to alter: 


Stratford this 7 day of Agust 59 


I subscrib to this will and owne it to be my Present and Last 
Will:

Joseph Judson 
[At left of above subscription] It is my Will that yf through

THE ENGLISH ANCESTRY OF JOHN PUTNAM OF 
SALEM, MASS. 


By G. ANDREWS Moriarty, A.M., LL.B., F.S.A. 


Referring to my article upon the English ancestry of John 
Putnam, which appeared in THE AMERICAN GENEALOGIST for 
July, 1938, pp. 8-15, I have recently received certain additional 
records from A. Vere Woodman, Esq. of Wing, Bucks., which 
enable me to make certain additions to the pedigree there given. 
After eight years of reflection I am convinced that the descent 
there given is substantially correct and Mr. Woodman agrees 
with me that the ancestry of the Wingrave Putnams must be 
sought in Eddlesboro and that my pedigree is substantially cor- 
rect. If one will examine the map of Buckinghamshire it will be 
seen that Slapton adjoins Northall, a hamlet in Edd'e:boro; 
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Woughton is 1114 miles N. W. of Slapton and Wingrave is 414 
miles from Slapton W. by S.; Rownsham is a hamlet in Wingrave 
114 miles W. by S. of Wingrave proper; Puttenham is 6 miles 
S. W. of Eddlesboro, 5 miles 8.8. W. of Slapton and 2% miles 
S. of Wingrave; Tottenhoe is a hamlet in Leighton Buzzard 
134 miles N. E. of and adjoining Eddlesboro ; Long Marston is a 
hamlet in Tring 34 of a mile N. E. of and adjoining Puttenham 
and Aston Abbot adjoins Rownsham and is 114 miles to the N. 
It will thus be seen that the places associated with the immediate 
ancestors of John Putnam all lie hard by Eddlesboro, while 
Penn, whence Major Putnam deduced them, lies in another part 
of the county. 

We now turn to the records recently discovered by Mr. 
Woodman. 


Puttenham of Eddlesboro 


In 1476 John Puttenham was seised of sixty acres of land in 
Dagnell and Eddlesboro held by fealty and a rent of 17/6 (Inq. 
P. M. of John Brecknok 16 Edw. IV). This is evidently the 
father of Nicholas (see below), John and Richard Putnam, the 
last the ancestor of the Salem family. 

John Puttenham was still alive in 1504, when he sued William 
More and John Haweley, parish clerk of Eddlesboro, for trespass 
(Coram Rege Roll Mich. 20 Henry VII). 

In 1511 Nicholas Puttenham, gentleman, sued Thomas a Dene 
of Dagnall for trespass, in that on 16 April 1510 the said Thomas 
broke into his close at Dagnall and took away four horses worth 
five marks. Thomas denies the injury, because the trespass was 
supposed to take place in a pasture containing 30 acres called 
Bloxes Croft in Dagnall, whereof the said Nicholas was seised 
and which he held of Thomas Lucy, Thomas Cavendish and John 
Smith by rent of 17/6 per annum. And because the rent was 
52/6 in arrears the said Thomas a Dene, as their servant, entered 
the said close and took the said horses by way of distraint. 
Nicholas says that long before the trespass he was seised of the 
said 30 acres of pasture called Bloxes Croft and other 30 acres 
of land in Dagnall by rent of a head of a gillyflower and not by 
a rent of 17/6. (De Banco Roll 997, Mich. 3 Hen. VIII, m. 53.) 
(Lucey, Cavendish and Smith were the heirs of Brecknok.) This 
is an important record as it proves that Nicholas was the eldest 
son and heir of John Puttenham of Eddlesboro, who held this 
land of John Brecknok in 1476 and so we get the name, hitherto 
unknown, of the father of Richard of Toternhoo, the testator of 
1530, and the brother of John and Richard Puttenham, the 
latter the ancestor of the American family. In the subsidy of 
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1524 John was of Slapton and Mr. Woodman suggests that at 
this time his brother Richard was probably living with him. In 
the subsidy of 1549 John had returned to Eddlesboro, while 
Richard remained in Slapton and Woughton. 

In 1517 Nicholas Puttenham of Eddlesboro and Richard Put- 
tenham of Slapton were associated together in a riot. Reference 
to be sent later. This Richard may be Richard of Woughton, 
brother of Nicholas, or Richard (d.s.p. 1530), the son of 
Nicholas. 

This Nicholas Puttenham of Eddlesboro is not identical with 
the Nicholas Puttenham of Penn, from whom Major Eben Put- 
nam derived the American family, because in 1606 Margaret, 
widow of Nicholas, held lands in Penne (Common Pleas. Deeds 
enrolled 976, m. 3d). 


These interesting items add to and confirm the pedigree already 
printed in THE AMERICAN GENEALOGIST. 

Richard Puttenham of Eddlesboro for whom ‘‘ Robert Putten- 
ham of com. Bucks.’’ was surety in 1390 must have been a very 
near relative of the latter, probably a brother, and Mr. Woodman 
points out that Robert was called of co. Bucks instead of co. 
Herts, where Puttenham is, because the Puttenhams of Putten- 
ham in the 14th century appear to have resided largely in their 
Bucks manor of Penn. Mr. Woodman is, at present, engaged in 
researches regarding the history of the Puttenhams of Puttenham 
in the 14th century and of their origin in the 13th, which will 
be published when completed. The Putnam pedigree is a very 
interesting one, in that we have here a middle class family of 
Tudor times, which can be traced with considerable certainty 
back to the knightly stock from which it sprang, which is a very 
rare and difficult thing to do. 


COOPER—SLYE AND COOPER—GLOVER PROBLEMS 


By CLARENCE ALMON TORREY, PH.B., of Dorchester, Mass. 


(Lieut.) Thomas' Cooper, an early and prominent resident of 
Springfield, Massachusetts, was killed by the Indians, Oct. 5, 
1675. His widow Sarah married secondly, Nov. 15, 1676, as his 
second wife, (Lieut.) William! Clark of Northampton, Massachu- 
setts, where she died May 8, 1688. Springfield records mention 
nine children, including a daughter Sarah, born probably about 
1642, and sons Timothy, born Apr. 26, 1644, and Thomas, born 
July 3, 1646. Presumably, Thomas and Sarah Cooper were 
married about 1641. 

There is clear evidence in colonial records that the Thomas 
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Cooper family of Springfield was related in some way to the 
Robert Slye family of Maryland and also to the Henry Glover 
family of New Haven, Connecticut. 

Robert Slye was in one of the Connecticut River towns in 
April 1649, when he was fined by the Hartford Court [Colonial 
Records of Connecticut, vol, 1, p. 182]. In Maryland he held 
high political office. 

(Capt.) Robert Slye of Bushwood, on St. Clement’s manor, 
St. Mary’s County, [Maryland], merchant, made his will 18 Jan. 
1670, which was proved 13 March 1670. He mentioned his wife 
Susanna, who was a daughter of Thomas Gerard of St. Clement’s 
manor, sons Gerard and Robert, daughters Elizabeth and Fran- 
ces. His children were all minors, under eighteen years of age. 
In his will he made the following provisions: ‘‘Should all my 
children die under age, and without issue, then I give .. . Rich 
Neck, on St. Clement’s manor, to the eldest son of my dear sister 
Mrs. Elizabeth Russell of London; my plantation called Lap- 
worth to my nephew Timothy Cooper, and Norwood, Lapworth 
Lodge, and Clear Doubt to my nephew Thomas Cooper, both of 
Springfield in New England.’’ [New England Historical and 
Genealogical Register, vol. 50, pp. 354-355. | 

From the Register we have learned that Captain Slye men- 
tioned three nephews, one (unnamed) a son of his sister Elizabeth 
Russell of London, and the Cooper brothers of Springfield. 
Although it is a remote possibility that Lieutenant Cooper and 
Captain Slye were half-brothers, it seems much more likely that 
the Cooper nephews were sons of another sister of Captain Slye. 
On that assumption, their mother Sarah was his sister or, pos- 
sibly, his half-sister. The Russell connection suggests that the 
Slyes had resided in London or vicinity. 

The evidence of relationship between the Springfield Cooper 
family and the Henry Glover family of New Haven is based on 
a deed in vol. A, p. 25, of Hampshire (now Hampden) County 
Land Records, found by Mr. Herbert E. Thayer of Springfield 
[see the New Haven Genealogical Magazine, 4:945]. The exact 
language of the conveyance is as follows: 

A Coppy of Henry Glover his Deed of purchase from Ensigne Cooper of 
one quarter part of those Lands yt were by ye Towne of Springfeild granted 
to Ensign Cooper at Worronoco together with Ensign Cooper’s wife’s 
acknowledgment. 

These p'sents testify that Ensigne Thomas Cooper of Springfeild for & 
in good consideration him thereunto moveing hath given granted bargayned 
& sold & by these prsents doth fully clearly & absolutely give grant bargayn 
and sell unto his brother Henry Glover of New Haven & to his heires and 
assigns for ever, Etc. [Signed] Thomas Cowper 
Nov. 8, 1662. 

Wife Sarah consented the same day and signed by her mark. 

Thomas Cooper lived in Springfield and Henry Glover in New 
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Haven. They were not members of the same church, hence the 
term ‘‘brother’’ was not based on church relationship. The term 
implies family relationship in some way. The following possi- 
bilities should be considered : 

1. That Thomas Cooper and Henry Glover were half-brothers. 

2. That they married sisters. 

3. That one of them married the other’s sister. 

While admitting that they may have been half-brothers, no 
clear evidence in support of this theory has been found. Some 
other theory is preferable, if only because the half-brother rela- 
tionship is rarely the explanation of the use of the term 
‘*brother’’ in colonial records when applied to men of different 
surname. 

Evidence has been given that Sarah, Thomas Cooper’s wife, 
was a sister, or possibly half-sister, of Robert Slye. Captain 
Slye’s will did not mention Henry Glover or his children. That 
makes it unlikely that either Henry Glover or his wife Helena 
was closely related to Slye. The remaining theory—that Helena 
Glover was a sister or half-sister of Thomas Cooper—is offered 
as the solution of the problem of the relationship between the 
Cooper and Glover families. 


HUNT FAMILY NOTES

In Vol. III, No. 2, The Genealogical Magazine of New Jersey, 
p. 71, in an article on Records of Newton and Haddonfield— 
Declarations of Intentions—‘‘ Enoch Stratton, son of Mark, and 
Amy Elkinton, dau. of Joseph, 1st mo., 1746.’ The marriage 
generally took place about two months afterward. 

Hunt—Ilst. Bapt. Church of Philadelphia—marriage Sept. 5, 
1774: Esaias Hunt and Elizabeth Stratton both of Burlington 
county, New Jersey—were married by virtue of Gov. Penn’s 
Licence at Mr. Elijah Weeds House in Philadelphia. 

Biographical Review of Camden and Burlington Co., p. 378: 
**Esaias Hunt, b. 1742: d. at White Horse July 10, 1813, came to 
New Jersey from the Eastern States. He was the owner of very 
extensive landed property near White Horse, having purchased 
an entire section, on which he abode, devoting himself to general 
farming. He and his wife, Elizabeth Stratton Hurt, b. Feb. 3, 
1754; d. Oct. 15, 1794 became the parents of 3 children, one of 
which was Edward b. Mar. 21, 1788.”’ 

Esaias Hunt had seven children by his first wife Elizabeth 
Stratton and three by his second Eleanor Packer the widow of 
Amos Bee. See will.

Esaias Hunt was progenitor of the family of that name in Camden Co., 
New Jersey. He was from Hunterdon Co., son of Edward and Christian 
Hunt and nephew of ‘‘Ralph Hunt the first collector’’ of court held in 
Trenton, September 1719. See p. 254, Historical Collections of the State 
of New Jersey, by Barber and Howe, 1844. A pencil note in copy owned 
by the family of Ralph Hunt [vi. above] states: ‘‘page 284 my great uncle 
Ralph Hunt.’’ The Hunterdon County family were descendants of Lieut. 
Ralph Hunt, Newtown, L. I., New York.

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JONATHAN HAYNES OF NEWBURY, MASS. 


By DonaLp Lines Jacosus, M.A., of New Haven, Conn. 


An account of the Haynes family in the New England Histori- 
cal and Genealogical Register (9:349) states that Jonathan 
Haynes married first, at Newbury, Mass., 1 Jan. 1674, Mary 
Moulton, who died soon after; and second, at Hampton, N. H., 
30 of 10th mo. 1674, Sarah Moulton, daughter of William and 
Margaret (Page) Moulton. 
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We find in the printed Essex County Court Reeords (6:21), 
from Samuel Dalton’s Commissioner’s records: ‘‘On 30: 10: 
1674, Jonathan Haines of Newburie and Sarah Moulton of 
Hampton were married.’’ Printed Newbury Vital Records 
(2:225) give the marriage of Jonathan Haynes to Mary Moulton 
on 1 Jan. 1674. 

Moulton Annals, pp. 256-8, gives the will of William Moulton 
of Hampton, dated 8 March 1663 (1663/4), proved 11 Oct. 1664, 
which names both daughters, Mary and Sarah. In listing the 
children, it states that Mary died 24 July 1664, but adds in 
parentheses, ‘‘also said to have m. Jonathan Haynes who m. (2) 
her sister Sarah.’’ It gives Sarah as b. 17 Dee. 1656, m. 30 Dec. 
1674 Jonathan Haynes. The Genealogical Dictionary of Maine 
and New Hampshire, under Moulton, states that Mary Moulton 
died 27 July 1664; and that Sarah, born 17 Dec. 1656, ‘‘m. 30 
Dec. 1674 (-Mary-by Newb. rec.) Jonathan Haines.’’ 

The two dates, 30 Dec. 1674 and 1 Jan. 1674/5, are only two 
days apart, and aside from the strong prevailing prejudice 
against marriage to a deceased wife’s sister, it is absurd to sup- 
pose that Jonathan married the Moulton sisters at such an 
incredibly brief interval. Mary Moulton died unmarried, as 
there is a record to prove. We can only conclude that Jonathan 
had his marriage entered in Newbury and that the careless clerk 
miscalled Sarah as Mary; the slight discrepancy in date is of 
small moment. This is by no means a unique example of bad 
mistakes in early original records. 

The Haynes article in the Register, cited above, also errs as to 
the date of birth of Jonathan Haynes. The article was written 
by Guy C. Haynes, born 1786, and published in 1855. Mr. 
Haynes was the twenty-third child of Joseph (born 1715), who 
was son of Thomas (born 1680), who was a son of Jonathan. He 
stated that Jonathan was born in England in 1616, traditionally 
came over in 1633, and traditionally was brother of Gov. John 
Haynes of Connecticut and of Deacon Samuel Haynes of Green- 
land, N. H. Although the writer was a great-grandson of 
Jonathan, he was far removed from him in date, and there is no 
telling to what extent tradition had been magnified and mangled 
before it reached him. 

It is highly improbable that Jonathan came to New England 
in 1633 at the age of seventeen, lived here a bachelor for forty- 
one years until 1674, then married and had children until 1697 
(when he would be aged 81), and was killed by Indians a year 
later. All statements as to Jonathan’s early birth date come, I 
am convinced, from this article in the 1855 volume of the Regis- 
ter. Jonathan had some children born in Newbury, then moved 
to Haverhill, where some more are recorded, though some of his 
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children are recorded in neither town. Haverhill Vital Records 
enter his death as killed 22 Feb. 1697/8; the printed record adds 
in square brackets, ‘‘b. Eng. 1616, came to this country 1633”’ 
and refers to a gravestone inscription as authority for this addi- 
tional information. The gravestone, however, appears to be a 
modern one, and the statements on it were taken from the 1855 
article. 

Jonathan Haynes or Haines is not once mentioned in the Ree- 
ords of Massachusetts Bay from 1630 to 1686. He is not once 
mentioned in the fully indexed Records and Files of the Quar- 
terly Courts of Essex County prior to 1668. In the latter 
(4:109) he first appears as witness to a deed, 10 April 1668, 
which he seems to have signed at Salem; it is an autograph sig- 
nature, and written ‘‘Johnnathon Haines.’’ Then we have his 
marriage to Sarah Moulton on 30 Dec. 1674 (6:21). He was 
sued in March 1676 (6:127-8). In Sept. 1676 he sued Peter 
Tappan but withdrew the action; and was sued by Tappan in a 
counter action which he won (6:202, 204). He served on a jury 
of inquest, which returned its verdict 16 Oct. 1680 (8:59). Jon- 
athan Haines and Sarah his wife were sued for slander, March 
1682, for saying someone stole from them, and the plaintiff won 
the suit (8:247-8). They also deposed on 30 Dee. 1681 (8 :288). 

On 25 Sept. 1682, Jonathan Haynes, ‘‘aged about thirty-six 
years, and Sarah, his wife, aged about twenty-six years,’’ testified 
as to what a woman told them (8:387). Hence Jonathan, by his 
own statement, was actually born about 1646, not 1616. Perhaps 
at one time there was an old family record in which 1646 was 
entered for Jonathan’s birth, and if the ecross-bar was faint, it 
may have been misread as 1616. Or the great-grandson’s state- 
ment may be simply another horrible example of the exaggeration 
of tradition. It is a pity that descendants would erect a monu- 
ment to his memory containing such grossly false statements, 
without troubling to see what the contemporary records show. 

To sum up, Jonathan Haynes was born about 1646 and, unless 
born in New England, probably came here shortly before his 
first appearance in the records, 1668. He married (just once) 
30 Dec. 1674, Sarah Moulton. As for who may have been his 
brothers, we may have to trace the family in England to find out. 
He could have been a brother of Thomas Haynes of the neighbor- 
ing town of Amesbury, and he himself named a son Thomas. It 
is even possible that he was son of William Haynes of Salem, 
about whom little seems to be known; and in that event, he may 
even have been a native of New England.

MASTER WACE 


Dr. Weeks has taken me to task for referring to Master Wace 
as ‘‘Robert Wace’’ and cites a note by M. Gaston Paris, written 
in 1899, which points out that the name ‘‘ Robert,’’ usually given 
to him, arises out of a misreading of one of his verses. Now 
M. Paris was one of the greatest, if not the greatest, authorities 
upon the literature of mediaeval France and one must accept his 
statement as carrying the greatest weight. 

Dr. Weeks, however, errs if he implies that I used the name 
‘*Wace’’ asasurname. In the twelfth century surnames, except- 
ing among a few of the most important magnates, had not come 
into being, and I did not intend to suggest that it was such or 
more than a distinctive designation. Nothing is known of his 
family, parentage or early life except that he was a Jerseyman, 
who studied at Caen in the time of Henry Beauclerk. His best 
known work, the Roman de Rou, was not written until about 
1160-74. 

While I accept Dr. Weeks’ correction as to the name ‘‘ Robert,”’ 
on the authority of M. Paris, I should like to point out that 
there is very respectable authority for referring to him as ‘‘ Rob- 
ert Wace.’’ No less an authority than Henry W. C. Davis, 
M.A., Fellow and Tutor of Balliol and Fellow of All Souls Col- 
lege, Oxford, the author of England Under the Normans and 
Angevins, in his account of Wace in the Eneye. Brit., 11th ed. 
(1911) describes him as follows: ‘‘Wace,(?) Robert (1100?- 
1175?) and he has been so described by many writers.

RECENT BOOKS 


Additions and Corrections to A History of Surnames of the 
British Isles. By C. L’Estrange Ewen. 31 Marine Drive, Paign- 
ton, Devon. Price 1s. 6d. net; gratis to owners of the book send- 
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ing stamp. The addenda are prefaced by a rebuke to certain 
reviewers of the book. One wonders why some reviewers feel 
the impulse to place themselves on a pinnacle of godly wisdom, 
from which they condescend to chastise the lesser breed of 
authors. I recall a review in an American journal in which the 
reviewer loftily observed that the author had failed to make use 
of the material in a certain collection in a certain library. But if 
the reviewer himself had troubled to consult that collection, he 
would have found that it contained nothing whatever pertinent 
to the author’s subject, and his attempt to belittle the author 
merely exhibited his own ignorance. Mr. Ewen does not ‘‘pull 
his punches’’ and his reply to some of his reviewers has merit. 
One hopes it may lead future reviewers to hesitate for fear of 
laying themselves open to such a rejoinder.

NOTE ON THE UNDERHILL GENEALOGY 
By Harrison E. Wess, Esq., of Summit, N. J. 


The Underhill Genealogy (Taylor-Frost), Vol. 2, p. 190, lists 
the twelve children of Samuel and Allehe (Forman) Under- 
hill of Plattekill and Newburgh, N. Y. The eighth child was 
Isaac Underhill (1807-1869), grandfather of the writer. He 
married, Sept. 8, 1831, Eliza Jane Cole, daughter of Leonard 
and Elizabeth (Underhill) Cole. This Elizabeth Underhill, 
born July 14, 1780, died Sept. 10, 1861, is not mentioned in the 
genealogy, but family tradition has it that her father’s name 
was Isaac, and that her mother was a Garrison. It is a fact 
that she had a son, Garrison Cole, who died in infancy (Cole 
Bible record). 

Now the third child of Samuel Underhill was a daughter 
named Zillah, born Oct. 20, 1793, who married Garrison Under- 
hill, ‘‘not identified.’’ But (Vol. 2, p. 191) a note appears 
stating that an Isaae Underhill, ‘‘ancestry not determined,’’ 
married Betsey, daughter of Richard and Jane (Gerow) Garri- 
son, and removed from Westchester County to Plattekill, N. Y., 
about the close of the Revolutionary War. It would seem to be 
a safe conclusion that Garrison Underhill and Elizabeth (Under- 
hill) Cole were brother and sister, children of this Issac. Platte- 
kill was and still is a small settlement, and all of the Underhills 
mentioned were members of the Society of Friends, apparently. 
And no other record appears of an Underhill-Garrison marriage. 
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Samuel Underhill (1765-1859) was the son of Samuel and 
Martha (Thorn) Underhill of New Castle, Westchester Co., N. Y. 
There were two other sons, John and Isaac (id., Vol. 2, p. 192). 
John also removed to Plattekill, and his descendants have been 
traced, but no further mention is made of Isaac. There were 
many Isaac Underhills in the genealogy, but all in that period 
are fully accounted for except this one, and it seems a moral 
certainty that he is the above Isaac who married Betsey (Eliza- 
beth) Garrison and was father of the above Garrison and Eliza- 
beth Underhill. 


‘ NOTES ON HUTCHINSON FAMILY, LEBANON, CONN. 


By DonaLp Lines Jacosus, M.A., of New Haven, Conn. 


Two brothers, Samuel and John Hutchinson, moved from 
Northampton, Mass., to Lebanon, Conn. Samuel Hutchinson 
died at Lebanon, 17 April 1757 in his 91st year ‘‘almost com- 
pleted.’’ His will, dated 7 March 1740, proved 10 Jan. 1759, 
named wife Margaret, mentioning agreement at marriage; land 
in Northampton; sons, Samuel, Eleazer, and Stephen; daugh- 
ters Sarah wife of Josiah Dewey (they gave receipt, dated Leb- 
anon), Experience wife of Joshua Fuller, (they gave receipt, 
dated Lebanon), Martha Hutchinson (Solomon Curtis and 
Martha Curtis of Lebanon gave receipt), Hannah wife of Josiah 
Webster (she gave receipt, dated Lebanon) and Jemima Hutch- 
inson (no receipt in file). [Windham Probate District, File 2121.] 

Of the children, Hannah daughter of Samuel and Sarah Hutch- 
inson was born at Lebanon, 14 Sept. 1709. Experience Hutch- 
inson married, 26 Nov. 1719, John Stedman; supposedly an 
earlier marriage of the above Experience. Samuel Hutchinson, 
supposedly Junior, married 28 March 1715, Thankful Stedman. 

The recorded will of John Hutchinson, Sen', of Lebanon, ecar- 
penter, dated 10 June 1719 [Windham Probate Records, vol. 1 
(Regular), pp. 4-5; no file of this estate], gave to wife Hannah 
all his estate, real and personal, except what is hereafter men- 
tioned to be given unto my sons, the lands to be at her dispose as 
she see cause to her children; but a third of the real estate if 
she marry again. To son John Hutchinson Jun’, all my right to 
the land which I did partly purchase from Capt. John Mason, 
which my son John had a deed from Capt. Mason in Lebanon. 
To heirs of my son Jonathan Hutchinson dee’d, viz. to Hannah 
Hutchinson daughter of Jonathan whatever I have imbursed 
towards the purchase of sd Jonathan’s farm in Lebanon. To 
son Joseph Hutchinson, 69 acres in Lebanon. To son Moses 
Hutchinson, 100 acres in Hebron. Wife Hannah and son Moses, 
executors. Witnesses: Thomas Root, William Clark. Signed by 
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mark. Inyentory taken 24 Jan. 1719/20 by John Gillit and 
Nathaniel Gove, and included a piece of land in Northampton 
valued at £6. The name throughout the recorded copy is spelled 
Hutchison. 

No daughters were named in the will, but there were daughters 
and probably they received their portions at marriage. The son 
Jonathan Hutchinson died at Lebanon, 10 Sept. 1717. It appears 
from the will that he was married and left a daughter Hannah, 
but she must have died soon, for the following instrument from 
Jonathan’s heirs is found in Lebanon Deeds, 4:167. Joseph 
Hutchisson, Hezekiah Hutchisson, and Moses Hutchisson, all of 
Hebron, gave bond to James Bill of Lebanon in the sum of £600, 
on 25 March 1728/9; they did sell etc. to James Bill by deed of 
even date land that did formerly belong to Jonathan Hutchisson, 
late of Lebanon, their brother dee’d, and leaving no issue, his 
surviving brethren became co-heirs together with the heirs of 
John Hutchisson, our brother, late of Lebanon dee’d, and Wil- 
liam Slade and Thankful his wife of Hebron, and the widow 
Hannah Buell, and David Willcocks and Mary his wife, both of 
Killingworth, also co-heirs to the estate of sd Jonathan. 

It seems quite clear from this that the children of John 
Hutchinson, Sr., were John, Jonathan, Joseph, Hezekiah, Moses, 
Thankful, Hannah, and Mary. Of these, Hannah Hutchinson 
married at Lebanon, 28 June 1710, Benjamin Buell. 

One Elizabeth Hutchinson married at Lebanon, 6 Dee. 1721, 
Caleb Chappel. She has a stone in the Exeter Cemetery and 
died in 1785 in her 85th year. She seems not to be a daughter 
of either Samuel or John; possibly she was widow of Jonathan, 
but if so, was very young when he died. 


“ VAUGHAN CORRECTIONS 


In Mrs. Holman’s article on the family of George Vaughan, 
an error occurred in listing the children of Joseph? Vaughan; the 
typist ‘‘telesecoped’’ the record of the last two children, and 
because of serious illness Mrs. Holman was unable to verify the 
typed copy. Her original manuscript lists the last two children 
as follows (please note on page 31 of the present volume) : 

x. JosianH, b. 2 Feb. 1698-99, d. 13 Feb. 1723-24, aged 26 years, Mid- 
dleborough. 

xi. JOANNA, b. 26 Jan. 1701-02, d. 5 July 1784 in 83d year, Middle- 

borough; m. 24 Aug. 1721, Plymptom, WILLIAM Sampson, b. 8 
July 1695, d. 5 Feb. 1745, in 50th year, Middleborough. The 
children are correctly reported in the printed account. 


Mrs. William J. Lindenberger of San Francisco calls attention 
to a further error, in the footnote on page 29. Joseph Vaughan 
married at Plymouth, 28 Jan. 1719/20, Elizabeth (not Abigail)

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Shurtleff (The Mayflower Descendant, 14:38; 18:142). The 
Shurtleff Genealogy, page 42, identifies this Joseph, apparently 
by a change of name, and erroneously as we think, with the 
above Josiah, born 2 Feb. 1698. Mrs. Holman’s suggestion that 
this Joseph was a son of Daniel and Susanna (Grimes) Vaughan 
of Newport has much to recommend it, as he cannot be placed 
in the Plymouth family, and the names Daniel and Susanna were 
carried down in his own family; and the deed quoted by Mrs. 
Holman, which shows that this Joseph’s mother was Susanna, is 
wellnigh conclusive. 

John and Jerusha (Wood) Vaughan (page 31) had a tenth 
child, David, born 13 May 1740. 


ERRATUM 


In the Perey article in the present volume, page 41, line 20, 
the marriage of Giselbert to a daughter of Lothaire should of 
course be between 846 and 849, not a century later as stated. 

Mr. Clay’s article on Perey in Volume X of the New Com- 
plete Peerage offers evidence which tends to show that the Nor- 
man Pereys took their name from the village of Pereé in the 
Pays d’Auge rather than from Perci near St. L6 in La Manche, 
as has always been supposed.
